More Than TWo Million Automobiles 
Crossed into Canada This Year 

Tourists from the United States 
have brought $150,000,000 in revenue 
to Canada tills year, according to esti¬ 
mates of Canadian Government offi¬ 
cials. Morn than 2,000,000 American 
automobiles, it is estimated have 
crossed into Canada already this year. 
They carried approximately 9,000,000 
tourists, or one tourist for every man, 
woman and child In tin* Dominion 
Every province shared in the tourist 
business. Ontario received the larg¬ 
er traffic. Last year 1.37G.9SS cars 
from the United States entered On¬ 
tario, 103.S7S of which stayed from two 
to thirty days, 1.645 from one to six 
months and the renuilndei shorter 
periods.

709 pounds of cod, haddock, hake and 
IK>lloc-I>: tnkcu during the month of 
August. This is an increase of 12,- 
416,300 pounds over August of last 
year, when 33,152.400 pounds wore 
taken.

Premier of Malta Says Government 
Will Give Hotel Site Rent Fred 

Tho British empire, already suffi¬ 
ciently varied and representative, is 
shortly to have added tho only thing 
it now' lacks—a British Monte Carlo. 
It is to bo created in Malta Island, 
which has sent many thousands of im¬ 
migrants to Canada. 

Dr. Hon. Ugo Mifsud, prime minis¬ 
ter of Malta, who arrived in London on 
an official visit, states that his govern¬ 
ment has decided to give tho site of a 
great new hotel rent free.

In toe last fiscal year 3,843 home¬ 
stead entries were granted lb the 
Prairie Provinces, aggregating an 
apnroxlmnte area of 814,880 acres, 
while. In addition, 710 soldier grants 
of 113,600 acres, make up a grand 
total of 728,480 acres so settled. 


In 1916 Canada exported no wheat 
to China. In 1918 she sent only eight 
bushels to Japan. In 1924 China 
imported over 6,000,000 buehels of 
Canadian wheat and over 1,600,000 
barrels of flour, while Japan took 
7,000,000 bushels of wheat and 110,- 
000 barrels of flour. It is predicted 
these figures will be well beaten foi 
the current year.

This was 
llater leased by the Hudson’s Bay Co. It was thought 
that Wrangell via t. * Stikine River would be the most 
'direct route into the Yukon, but the building of the 
White Bass and Yukon R.R. destroyed such hopes. 

•^he industries of Wrangell are fishing and lum^ 
taring. Six canneries look to Wrangell, as the source 
of their supplier, and the saw-mil) furnishes a large 
part of the salmon boxes used in S.E. Alaska. 

The journey up the Slikine River to the old Hud¬ 
son’s Bay town of Glenora, and to Telegraph Cm k 
is one fraught with beauty. Awe inspiring mountains
